Incipit: This indenture made the <space left blank> in the year of the Rayne of our Soveraigne Lorde James by the 
grace of God of England, France and Ireland king, defender of the faith in the yeare of <space left blank> in the <? 
> between the right noble Sir Robert of Naunton Master of his highnes Court of Wards and liveries and Sir Beniamin 
Rudyerd 

Notes: This draft document dates from between 1623 (when Robert Naunton became head of the Court of Ward and 
Liveries) and 1625 (when King James I died); the second official named, Sir Benjamin Rudyerd, 1572-1658, served 
in the Court of Wards until after its abolishment in 1647. The individuals named in the document are: Edward 
Merston (d. 28 Jan. 1623), Anne Merston, William Merston. It is presumably a draft, in that the dates of the reign of 
King James I are not entered into the spaces reserved for them; note also the presence of erasures of names and 
the corrections, especially in the first third of the document. See also Western MS 119, a related document. English 
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
